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lo On 25 October I960 the Chinese Communist LST SHUN FENG* left Whampoa for 
Indochina loaded with ten radio sets, ten cases of medicines, and large 
amounts of machine gun parts, rifle anmunition and amnunition for 60 mm (sic) 
anti-tank guns« 

2, On 13 November 1950, 200 boxes of weapons and ammunition were sent by the 
Chines© Communists from the VYanshan islands to the Viet iiihh troops in 
Indochina* by a small unidentified steamship « 

3o On 10 November 1950, 20 Chinese Communist motored junks loaded with 

ammunition and other military supplies arrived at Whampoa; they left on 
the evening of 11 November, and headed south* The Chinese Comnmnist naval 
vessels HAI JUNG *)SL )* }A1 p,I * G -f* )> HAI HUA {'j# # ) and 
HAi YUNG (>^| ), which arrived at Whampoa on 11 November, also headed 

south when they departed on the morning of 13 November,, It was rumored 
in the Whampoa area that these junks and naval vessels were to occupy the 
Paracel Islands* 

4. Between 1 and 12 November 1950 large quantities of military supplies and 
machinery were shipped north from the Huangsha S'J/' ) Kail road Station, 
Canton. On 7 and 8 November a total of six train loads of military 
supplies went north from the Huangsha Station. ** 


5* On 3 November 1950 the Canton-lnnkow Kailroad Bureau announced that 
northbound commercial freight service on the Canton-Ha nkow and 
Canton-Sunshui Railroads would be reduced to one trip each two days.
